The Central Authority of the United States for the Industrial Exhibition to be held in London, in May 1851, issunl 
in June last, to the Governors of the different States and Territories, a formal request that they would appoint n local 
Committee for their respective States, in order that the citizens thereof might possess every facility for the representation of 
their various products at this exhibition of the Industry, Genius and Skill, of all Nations. 

In conformity with this request, the Executive Committee has been advised of the appointment of Committ. < s to 
act in behalf of the citizens of the following States, viz: Maine, Rhode Island, New York, New Jersey, Mississippi, 
Illinois, Maryland, Missouri, South Carolina, Alabama, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Ohio, and Indiana 

As it is supposed that the citizens of States which have not, through their Governors, responded to the request, 
would be disappointed on discovering, when too late to be remedied, that their productions were to be precluded appear- 
ing at an exhibition from which they had, perhaps, anticipated great advantages, the Executive Committee is induced to 
make another call upon these States, through their Chief Executive Officers. The articles must be shipped m lime 
to reach London prior to the first day of March, subsequent to which they cannot be admitted to the exhibition; there- 
fore, the Executive Committee is impelled earnestly to solicit the earliest attention to the subject. 

The Commissioners in London have appropriated to the whole United States 85.000 square feet of space, of winch 
the one-half is to be occupied by passages.
